At Appendix B is a sketch layout plan of the site, which is 
rectangular, approximately 400 metros x 200 metres. It is enclosed by 
a wire fence. Apart from the radar equipment, the site incorporates 
a wooden watch-tower some 4 - 5 metres high, and three wooden shed3 of 
varying dimensions (see Appendix B).
